Two years after it suspended publication the O. H. S. newspaper, Tiger Rag, was revived. The paper shortage, 
the cost, the labor shortage, the time that could be devoted to the paper—all these difficulties met the journalism 
class in their efforts to publish a paper during wartime. After the Christmas holidays a staff was organized 
and business arrangements were completed. 

The first issue, a four column tabloid, was printed at the Orange County Vocational School. The succeeding 
papers, larger and improved, were five column tabloids printed at the Orange Press of Winter Park. Because of 
the large amount of work involved in writing the school page each week and in publishing the school paper, 
Tiger Rag had to be a monthly. 

The budding journalists gained valuable training and experience and derived satisfaction from making a con¬ 
tribution to the life of the school.
